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Mix the Milk and Not the Breeds 


By W. B. BARNEY 


BOUT a year and a half ago I was about ready to go 
A to the Board of Officers of the Holstein-Friesian As- 

sociation of America and advise them that it was 
of little use for us to push our milk in the territory in and 
around Philadelphia on account of the attitude of the 
distributors toward our product. 

In company with Mr. Allen N. Crissey I visited most 
of the larger milk producers in Philadelphia and ex- 
plained to them that the letters which they were send- 
ing out, asking the breeders to mix their herds, would 
result in a condition that would be disastrous to the dairy 
industry. 

I explained to them that there were no producers 
who would keep more than one bull; that no college or 
individual had been able to produce a better cow than the 
Guernsey, Jersey or Holstein by the crossing of these 
breeds; that in five or ten years they would have nothing 
in that section but a lot of nondescripts; production 
would go down and they would regret their action in 
this matter. As they have discontinued sending these 
letters and are paying us the same premium for clean 
milk which they pay to the other breeds, I feel that 
our visit was worth while. 

Their objection to our milk was that it was a little 
low in fat content. In many instances they had recom- 
mended the use of Jersey or Guernsey bulls on Holstein 
herds and the introduction of thirty per cent of cows of 
these breeds into Holstein herds. 

Experiences of this kind lead some to think that we 
are having more than our share of trouble in the dairy 
industry. 

I have sometimes thought that as individuals we get 
the notion that we have more troubles than our neighbors 
when in reality my experience leads me to believe that 
after all troubles. like many other things, are quite well 
distributed. 


I had charge of our Holstein booth at one of our big 
shows last Fall. Adjoining ours was the Guernsey booth 
with only a cloth partition separating us. A nice looking 
gentleman walked by, turned into the Guernsey booth and 
his first question to the attendant was “Are you the rep- 
resentative of the Guernsey Association?” On being as- 
sured that he was, the next question was “How do you 
raise Guernsey calves on Guernsey milk?” It is needless 
to say that the balance of the conversation that followed 
was in a low tone. Now this is one of their troubles. 

During the present summer, on invitation of our Texas 
breeders co-operating with the County Agents in Dallas 
and Tarrant Counties, Texas, I visited these counties, 
spending what was termed “Holstein Week” in each. Most 
of the milk in this section goes to supply market milk for 
two large cities—Dallas and Fort Worth. Meetings were 
held in the large consolidated schools. As I rode over 
the country, I found that fine, well grown Jerseys were 
about as numerous in that section as our breed is in 


New York or Wisconsin with quite a sprinkling of our 
breed and a few Guernseys. To use a slang phrase, it 
seemed to me that the Jersey breeders in this section 
must be “sitting pretty.” Much to my surprise, they were 
having as much trouble with their milk as we ever had 
around Philadelphia. 

The distributors using their product bought it on its 
butterfat content. To this they did not object; to the 
manner of payment they did take exception. If the 
distributor was paying 80c per lb. for fat in their milk, 
he would pay this up to a point where it tested not more 
than 4%. After that the price was 50c per Ib. for fat. 

When asked by the producers why this plan of pay- 
ment was used, it was explained that this milk was sold 
by the quart and was too expensive after it tested more 
than 4% and that it would be a good plan to put in some 
Holstein cows to bring up the quantity or that they should 
use Holstein bulls on their Jersey or Guernsey herds. 

The above, with about the same trouble with raising 
their calves that the Guernsey people experience, are 
part of their troubles. I speak of this to show that we. 
as breeders of the black and whites, only have our share 
of the unpleasant things in the dairy industry to contend 
with. As I have never known of one of our producers 
who has ever made a failure of selling Holstein milk 
as such, and who went after the market in a business- 
like way, I am not willing to admit that we have more 
than our share of the troubles. 

I do not think that the milk distributor generally un- 
derstands how difficult it is or how detrimental to the 
industry it would be to mix the breeds. It is much easier 
for him to mix the milk to get what he wants than for 
us to mix the breeds. I have said for some time that I 
thought the milk distributors have overemphasized the 
cream line and paid too little attention to sanitation and 
other things. 

The following extracts from an advertisement appear- 
ing in the Chicago Tribune, one of the great dailies of 
this country, clearly indicates that the trend is changing 
and much to our advantage: 


March 21, 1927. 
HOW RICH A MILK SHOULD SMALL 
CHILDREN DRINK? 

It is an accepted fact that the best milk for 
an infant is mother’s milk. 

Mother’s milk is not a rich milk. 

The best cow’s milk for small children to drink 
is one that is as near like mother’s milk as it is 
possible to secure from a group of dairy cattle. 

Such a milk is “Selected.” It contains the 
same average fat content as mother’s milk. 

Call in the Borden milkman in your neighbor- 
hood and arrange for service for this better 
drinking milk. 

These observations are confirmed by the ex- 
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perience of the mothers who are serving “selected” 

milk to their children. 

1. The growth and development of the child 
are normal. 


2. The butterfat content agrees with the child. 

3. The tone and color of skin are perfect. 

4. Lustre and nourishment of hair are at 
their best. 

5. The sweet, natural taste appeals to the 


child’s appetite. 17c per quart. 

A year or so since you could not have found an ad- 
vertisement of this type in any of our papers. 

I have for a long time maintained that milk contain- 
ing 3 to 3%% fat, if clean and as it comes from the cow, 
is usable for about as many purposes as 4 or 5% milk. 

Within the last year or so both New York City and 
Chicago have considered the passage of ordinances virtu- 
ally excluding milk testing less than 3.50% fat. When it 
was explained to officials in these cities that this would 
exclude 50 to 60% of the product being shipped in and 
increase the price materially, they were not very anxious 
about the passage of these ordinances and nothing has 
been done. 

I have for some time questioned the legality of ordin- 
ances or’ laws excluding milk of this percent fat if the 
product is sold as it comes from the cow. It has been 
my opinion that the higher courts would hold with us that 
its sale is legal. It should be remembered that milk 
is not a manufactured product like ice cream and other 
food products. 

A perfect brick for paving might not be perfect for a 
building and a building brick might be of little use for 
paving. A milk containing 4 or 4%% fat might be an 
acceptable table milk, while there is abundant evidence 
that a milk with a fat content of 3 or 3.50 is far better 
for the child or a person liable to take on too much flesh 
than the high fat content milk. 

I do not wish to be understood as objecting to the 
use of a 4 or 5% milk where anyone prefers that percent 
of fat. I have no moral or legal right to offer such ob- 
jection. Along tye same line of reasoning, why should 
our laws and ordinances be drawn prohibiting the sale 
of milk I may desire containing 3 to 3.50 fat when I 
know it is better for my purpose than a richer milk? 


‘ 
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Most state laws prohibit standardizing. According to 
Government census figures, we find that nearly 44% of al 
pure bred and grade dairy cattle in the United States are 
of the Holstein breed. The average percent of fat in 
their milk varies from 3 to 3.50. I maintain that ordip- 
ances prohibiting the sale of such milk are unfair to the 
breeders of these cattle and more unfair to the public, 
You may ask, why unfair to the public? All such ordi- 
nances increase the price without being of any materia] 
benefit. 

A few things that will be well to remember: 

First. Abraham Lincoln said that the Lord must have 
loved the common people for He made so many of them. 
I think He must have had the same thing in mind when 
He made the Holstein cow as He gave us about the same 
number of them as all the dairy breeds combined. 

Second. That if our Holstein cows were all to die 
tonight, milk would be about as scarce and high over the 
entire country as booze has been since the Volstead Act 
was made effective. 

Third. That notwithstanding the fact that some of the 
other dairy breeds began making yearly butterfat rec. 
ords long before we did, our breed at this time holds 
about 80% of the 1,000 fat records held by registered 


cows. They stand as follows:

is rather a time worn saying that 
“Prosperity follows the Dairy Cow”. I have never heard 
the truthfulness of this statement challenged. Had you 
ever thought of the fact that in the great and most pros- 
perous dairy sections of this country and in the states 
of Minnesota, Iowa and Wisconsin, producing the largest 
amount of creamery butter, our cows are much more 
numerous than any other dairy breed? Why not “Pros- 
perity follows the Holstein Cow”?

Nebraska Herd Makes Remarkable Showing 


Herd of 26 Averages 20,000 Lb:. 
By W. P. SNYDER, Supt. 


and White breed is invading the old time “short 
grass country”, and also as an illustration of the 
general advancement of the breed, your readers may be 
interested in a report of the progress made by the Uni- 
versity of Nebraska North Platte Substation herd. This 
Substation is located 300 miles west of the Missouri 
river in a region where the buffalo held dominion in the 
memory of our older neighbors. Two of that breed today 
are looking through the fence in wonder, and we trust 
in admiration rather than in envy, at Beauty Girl and 
her worthy mates. But these two are kept only as re- 
minders of the past and as examples of the highest point 
nature, unassisted by man, reached in developing a dairy 
animal or a beef animal on the western plains. The Hol- 
steins, Herefords and Shorthorns in the pastures adjoin- 
ing the one occupied exclusively by Bill the buffalo, and 
Lucretia, his mate, exemplify the results of nature’s ef- 
forts in developing dairy animals and beef animals when 
she has brought to her assistance the scientific knowledge 
and practical skill of the modern husbandman. 
On September 15, 1927, there were in the University 
of, Nebraska North Platte Substation Holstein herd, 26 
females on which the Holstein-Friesian Advanced Regis- 
try Association had reported Semi-official 365-day records. 
The only other females in the herd are the 15-year-old 
foundation cow “Topsy”, 6 heifers in their first lactation 
periods, and younger heifers. “Topsy’ was never on 
yearly test. No females have been sold from the herd 
during the past year, and no female has been purchased 
since the purchase of the original foundation cows about 
13 years ago. 
The average of the highest milk records of each of the 
26 equals 20,000 lbs. The average of the highest 365-day 
butter records of 16 exceeds 1,000 lbs. The average of

the highest 7-day butter records of 21 exceeds 30 Ibs. 
There are ten in the herd each of which has a 365-day 
butter record in excess of 1,000 lbs. One of these is a 
heifer still on test. A conservative estimate of her pro- 
duction for the year, gives an average for the 10 of 
1,127 lbs. Two more heifers will join the 1,000-lb. group 
before January 1, 1928, barring accident. 

The average of the highest butter records of the 26, 
6 being made as full age cows, 7 as 4-year-olds, 3 as 3- 
year-olds, 4 as Sr. 2 and 6 as Jr. 2-year-olds, and allowing 
a fair estimate on 4 heifers still on test, is 959 Ibs. 

The splendid made by the breed and the 
breeders was brought to my notice recently by Professor 
A. L. Haecker, when he stated that the ten Nebraska 
State records held by cows which are in this small herd 
today, would all have been world records at the time he 
established the University of Nebraska Holstein herd 30 
years ago. 

All but two of these animals trace in this herd to the 
four heifers, all by one sire and from closely related dams, 
purchased on the inspection and approval of Professor 
J. H. Frandsen, in Michigan in 1913. At that time Pro- 
fessor Frandsen was in charge of the University of Ne- 
braska Department of Dairy Husbandry. All but one 
trace through King Gerben Lincoln, or Varsity Derby 
Matador, University bred sires, in this herd, to the grand 
Nebraska foundation cow, Katy Gerben Lincoln, selected 
in the early days by Professor A. L. Haecker. 

There is only one animal among the 26 that was not 
sired by a University of Nebraska bred bull. Only five 
names appear in the list of sires of the 26 females and 
two of these only once each. This close line breeding 
explains the unusual uniformity of type and production 
prevailing throughout the herd.

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Don’t Neglect Selection 


ITH better prices prevailing and the constantly 
W improving demand for Holsteins, it is timely to 

remind breeders of the importance of continuing 
the practice of selection in their breeding operations. Se- 
lection is essential in sound breed progress and it is a 
generally recognized fact that more real breed improve- 
ment is likely to take place during years of depression 
than in a boom period. We are still paying the penalty 
for breeding from everything that was eligible for regis- 
tration which prevailed during the boom times of the Hol- 
stein industry. There was a market for everything that 
was raised, good, bad or indifferent, and hence breeders 
retained, registered and offered for sale a large number 
of thoroughly undesirable animals that in a period of de- 
pression would have passed out of the pure bred picture 
entirely for lack of anyone willing to buy them. 

It is true that during the years of depression, many 
of these undesirables were thrown on the market because 
their owners recognized that they were poor property to 
own and were satisfied to take what they could get for 
them. During that period the market demand crystallized 
pretty definitely in its insistance upon type with produc- 
tion, and countless numbers of the inferior sort lost their 
pure bred status during that period because there was no 
particular inducement for owners to go to the expense of 
keeping up registrations. Of course, many breeders be- 
came discouraged and failed to register even the desirable 
animals they were producing, but so far as the misfits and 
counterfeits were concerned the breed was the gainer for 
their passing out of the picture. 

Now with such definite improvement in the Holstein 
demand, will breeders be ‘inclined to draw the line less 
closely in the voluntary selection they practice in their 
own herds, and will there be a temptation to throw large 
numbers of cull animals on the market in the hope that 
they wili be absorbed at profitable prices under the pre- 
vailing conditions? We wish we could give a negative 
answer with some degree of assurance. Judging the 
future by the past, however, we would predict that breed- 
ers quite generally will market their animals where they 
feel they can-get the high dollar for them and if they 
think there is any chance of getting a few extra dollars 
for their culls by passing them on as breeding animals 
over what they could get for them over the block or as 
grades, that is very likely what will happen. In one Way, 
we cannot blame the breeders for taking this immediate 
selfish view of the situation because they have gone 
through a lot of grief these past years, and there would 
be some merit in their contention that self preservation 
now demands that they market their cattle where they 
can do so to their own best advantage. 
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In figuring out this problem, however, breeders should 
bear in mind that the lower quality of pure breds are stjjj 
selling almost on a level with grade prices, particularly 
in the established market milk sections, and in Many 
cases owners will find themselves money atead to sel] 
off type individuals that are reasonably good producers 
without registration papers than to attempt to sell them 
in a pure bred auction sale, where type is a more im- 
portant consideration. 

Our economists are agreed that there is going to be 
a shortage of dairy cattle and milk products: for some 
years to come and we haven’t the slightest shadow of a 
doubt for the successful future of the breeder who works 
intelligently upon a foundation of type and production, 
who selects rigidly and develops his herd intelligently, 
Let us not hold back the wheels of progress, however, by 
throwing too many of our cull animals on the open mar- 
ket, thereby carrying on our selection process at the 
expense of the other fellow. The Holstein industry will 
be just what its shareholders make it. 


The Coast Is Calling 


WIRE from O. M. Plummer, general manager of the 
A Pacific International Live Stock Exposition, Port- 

land, Oregon, advises that their Holstein entry list 
contains over fifty exhibitors with approximately 250 of 
this breed. State herds are entered from Oregon, Wash- 
ington, Idaho, Utah, California and Iowa, with the possi- 
bility of one other state qualifying. Very high quality 
and wide distribution of exhibits are outstanding features, 
according to Mr. Plummer’s statement. The Portland 
show in the past has brought out its full share of All- 
American winners and it is evident that this year is likely 
to prove no exception. The Washington Holstein-Friesian 
Breeders’ Association is staging another true type com- 
bination sale that bids fair to keep up the record for this 
annual event, in spite of the fact that the demand has 
been so strong in the Northwest that the efforts of the 
sale committee have been somewhat hampered. 

The other great show on the coast this fall is the 
Pacific Slope Dairy Show at Oakland, California. This 
comparatively new exposition is making great strides and 
will this year break all previous records in every depart- 
ment, according to advance indications. Axel Hansen is 
to place the ribbons at Portland and John Irwin will of- 
ficiate at Oakland. 

With this great line-up for the coast shows, the World 
could not stay away and will, accordingly, be represented 
by Frank Price who will send home detailed reports of 
both of these shows hot off the bat. We may be overly 
optimistic but we are hoping to present several travel 
letters from Price recording his impressions of the Hol- 
stein situation on the Western Coast and the changes 
that have taken place during the three years that have 
elapsed since his last visit.

Nebraska Herd Makes Remarkable Showing 


(Continued from page 10) 


Our friends tell us these records are unusually high. 
They may be “spoofing” me. I am a beef cattle man. If 
it be true that these records are exceptional, we must 
give the credit to the splendid foundation stock, the con- 
sistent selection of prepotent sires, and to the wonderfully 
invigorating western Nebraska air and the vitamin laden 
alfalfa grown here. Everything connected with the herd 
is home grown. Only one cow not bred and developed 
here; the bulls now in use born here; the men devel- 
oped, if not born here, and the alfalfa, silage, corn, bran, 
and beet pulp grown here. The little oil and cottonseed 
meal that we feed is kindly grown for us by our neigh- 
bors to the north and to the south. 


The fact that every cow that has produced 1,000 or 
more lbs. of butter in a year is in the herd today and 
that every cow that has produced 30 or more lbs. of 
butter in 7 days is in the herd today exceptiong “Rose” 
who died at 15 years of age, and four sold as producing 
cows, we attribute to the open air treatment, and of 
course to the short period covered by our yearly testing 
work. The first 365-day S. O. test was finished in 1922. 
The cows are in the stanchions only while being milked, 
regardless of weather. In the summer, excepting a few 
on. careful test, the cows are all subject to the direct 
rays of the sun and also the bites of the flies. In the 
winter, they go at will into an open shed. The alfalfa is 
always fed outside in the open. Silage and grain-are fed 
at milking time. 


We have endeavored to employ methods of handling 
this herd that may be adopted profitably by the better 
class of dairymen throughout this sun kissed region. 


That these cattle are not kept under hot house con- 
ditions and that the average of the herd records could 
be increased by better care is shown by the fact that a 
Jr. 4-yr.-old heifer, N P Topsy King Piebe, when taken from 
the herd and protected from the heat of the sun during 
the mid-day and from the flies, quickly increased her milk 
flow 25 per cent. She had been on test 286 days. Her 
production on that date, September 1, was 18,585 Ibs. 
of milk and 850 Ibs. of butter. We estimated her year’s 
production at 1,050 Ibs. of butter. It is readily seen that 
a 25% increase carried through the summer would mean 
very much at the end. 


We endeavor to sell the bulls, as far as at all practical, 
among the dairy farmers of our own territory at prices 
which the present state of development of the herds of 
these farmers warrant them in paying. We have devi- 
ated from this plan only twice within the past year, once 
when a proven sire went east to head the University of 
West Virginia herd and again when a young sire went west 
to head the University of Wyoming herd. Ten years ago 
we had difficulty in selling the bulls among our home 
people at any price but now the difficulty is not in selling 
but in deciding on the price. Our patrons insist that we 
tell them what they should pay. This makes us in a 
way, both buyer and seller. The problem is difficult es- 
pecially when a high record calf is reaching serviceable 
age. 

The Holstein cow has demonstrated her adaptability 
to conditions existing in this region and has won the 
high regard of our people by her size, vigor, beauty and 
high production. We know that other dairy breeds have 
their points of merit but today we are writing of Hol- 
steins. 
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Holstein Achievements At New Jersey’s 
Junior Dairy Cattle Show 


Trenton Inter-State Fair 

The fair season in New Jersey has 
been particularly active this year. In 
no less than ten of these fairs the 
Junior Dairy Clubs took an active 
part, fitting and exhibiting their ani- 
mals like seasoned veterans of the 
tanbark. Trenton Fair, however, 
stands as the grand climax to this 
season’s show work for the Juniors. 

This year one hundred seventeen 
Junior Dairy Club animals were in 
competition at Trenton. Of this num- 
ber fifty-one were Holsteins, forty- 
seven Guernseys, eighteen Jerseys, 
and one Brown Swiss. A number of 
these animals, not only made a credit- 
able showing in the Junior Show, but 
won iaurels in the open classes also. 
Among the club animals good breed 
type was much in evidence and pro- 
duction ability was by no means an 
insignificant item. These will be set 
forth later. 

Mr. Paul Bennetch, a representa- 
tive of the Walker-Gordon Farms at 
Plainsboro, N. J., judged the Hol- 
steins in the Junior Dairy Show. His 
good work was received with popular 
accord by the exhibitors and the 
many interested spectators who 
thronged the ringside. Mr. Bennetch 
also presented a beautiful silver cup 
for the best Junior showmanship. 
This was won by Israel Phillips from 
Hunterdon County. 


A total of $277 was awarded as pre- 
miums for the Holstein classes. Of 
this sum, Mercer County boys and 
girls won $125, Monmouth County 
$91, Warren County $43, Middlesex 


County $8, Burlington County $8 and 
Hunterdon County $2. In the open 
classes Mercer County Juniors won 
$50 while the Monmouth County Jun- 
iors won $15 in premtums, making a 
total of $175 and $106 for these two 
counties respectively and a total of 
$342 for all junior winnings. Certain- 
ly this speaks well for the type of 
Holsteins the Club boys and girls are 
raising.

EARLVILLE SALE AVERAGES $203 


The Ninth Earlville Sale, held un- 
der the management of R. Austin 
Backus at Earlville, N. Y., October 
11 and 12, was a highly creditable 
event, 167 head bringing a total of 
$33,950 or an average price of $203.29. 
There were no especially high prices 
to boost the average, only two ani- 
mals bringing over $400, bit 99 head 
of them sold for $200 or better with 
15 bringing from $300 to $420. Except 
for a few bull calves, every arimal 
brought better than $100. 

Only one cow in the sale had a 
semi-official record, she bringing $2465. 
The nine A. R. cows in the sale av- 
eraged $259.44 each. The 19 cows 
over two years old from tested dams 
averaged $243.95 and the 94 untested 
cows from untested dams averaged 
$210.64. Seven females under two 
years old from A. R. dams averaged 
$155.71 and the eleven heifers from 
untested dams $141.36. The 17 un- 
proven bulls from A. R. dams aver- 
aged $175.88, the one bull from an 
S. O. dam brought $130 and the eight 
bulls from untested dams averaged 
$133.75. Bidding was spirited on fresh 
cows and near springers, of which 
there was quite a large number in 
the sale but was rather slow on bulls 
with not enough difference in price 
between the good ones and those not 
so good, although the buyers seemed 
to be looking for good type. 

George W. Baxter was in the best 
form as auctioneer and sold the en 
tire lot with Mr. Backus in the box. 
No ring men were employed but the 
sale moved forward smoothly and

It was with something of a shock 
that we received a telegram Satur- 
day morning announcing the dis- 
persal of the herd at Stenzel Farms, 
San Lorenzo, Calif., on November 16, 
immediately following the Holstein 
judging at the Oakland show. Here 
is a Holstein establishment that is 
right at the crest of the wave at the 
present time, both in record making 
and in show ring performance, and 
their decision to disperse is to be re- 
gretted. 

The herd at Stenzel Farms is built 
on the blood of King Segis Alcartra 
Prilly and King Pietertje Ormsby 
Piebe. Some time before the Bridg- 
ford Dispersal, the Stenzels_ pur- 
chased a fine lot of Prilly females, in- 
cluding quite a number of heifers 
carrying first or second calf. More 
were added when the Bridgford herd 
was dispersed. To mate with their 
Prillys, the Stenzel purchased of 
Hargrove & Arnold the bull, King 
Pietertje Ormsby Piebe 39th, a son 
of K. P. O. F. from the foundation 
cow, Lady Mutual Friend, who has a 
41-lb. record in seven days and a 
1;281-lb. record in a year. With him 
came a carload of K. P. O. P. females, 
mostly daughters of King Piebe. 

The first important show ring work 
done by this establishment was’ at 
the Oakland show in 1925, when K. P. 
O. P. 39th was made first prize aged 


bull and a daughter of King Piebe - 


was made junior champion. The fol- 
lowing year at Oakland, a daughter 
of K. P. O. P. 39th was made junior 
champion and two of his sons won 
their respective classes. This year 
the Stenzel show herd is making a 
fine record, winning at the leading

championships, 5 junior champion- 
ships, 23 first prizes. 19 seconds and 
7 thirds. A son of K. P. O. P. 39th 
was junior and grand chamnion at 
California State Fair, where the 
Young Herd, composed of offspring of 
this sire also won first. The herd 
will be shown at Portland and Oak- 
land before it is dispersed. 


From a record-making standnoint, 
this is one of the greatest herds in 
the country. The herd stood second 
on the Honor List for production for 
the official year 1926-27, notwith- 
standing the fact that a number of 
their best short-time records were 
debarred from consideration because 
of high test. Females recently mak- 
ing records in the Stenzel herd in- 
clude the only 50-lb. cow in the 
United States. two 39-lb. heifers. a 35-

for 305 days, a World’s Champion in 
Class B and another in Class C and 
many others of note. In the herd to- 
day are four World‘s Champions, 
twenty cows and heifers with year 
records up to over 1,100 Ibs. and nine- 
teen with seven-day records up to 39 
Ibs. M 

The blood of K. P. O. P. 39th is 
very much in evidence in the herd, 
which contains twenty of his daugh- 
ters and fourteen sons, from some of 
the best cows in the herd. Among 
them are eight daughters and a son 
of World’s Record dams.

I am a firm be- 
liever that making semi-official rec- 
ords is a paying proposition when 
properly conducted, but as you say it 
is not a scheme to get rich in a day. 

In sending you our share of the 
data for this article of yours, I gave 
you an average production of 600 lbs. 
fat per year on our test cows as a 
conservative figure. However that in- 
cluded both three- and four-time milk- 
ing. As a matter of fact, our four- 
times a day string has averaged over 
700 lbs. butterfat for the year at an 
average age of three years. The 
nine cows that we have run on four- 
times a day milking have produced 
from 617 Ibs. at barely two years old
